1. NON-CONVERTIBLE CURRENCIES ACCUMULATED BY UNDP - 

DURING DISCUSSION OF FINANCIAL MATTERS IN UNDP GOVERNING 
COUNCIL, CONCERN ABOUT UNDP'S ACCUMULATED NON-CONVERTIBLE 
CURRENCIES WAS EXPRESSED IN STRONG TERMS BY WESTERN AND THIRD 
WORLD DELEGATIONS ALIKE. CANADA WAS PARTICULARLY VOCAL, 
CALLING FOR A FREEZE ON ACCEPTANCE OF CONTRIBUTIONS IN THOSE 
CURRENCIES, AND BRAZIL AND SIERRA LEONE WERE CRITICAL OF UNDP 
GIVING PREFERENTIAL TREATMENT TO DONORS OF THOSE CURRENCIES 
IN AN EFFORT TO OBTAIN MAXIMUM UTILIZATION. THE EMPHASIS 
PLACED ON THE ISSUE IN US STATEMENTS STIMULATED CONCERN BY 
OTHERS AND A DESIRE FOR RESOLUTION OF THE PROBLEM. 

LYSOV (SOVIET UNION) TOLD USDEL (NORRIS) HIS BASIC POSITION 
WAS THAT THE FIRST US PROPOSAL WAS UNACCEPTABLE BECAUSE 
RUBLES COULD NOT BE BOUGHT, SOLD OR SUBSTITUTED. THE PRESENT 
RESTRICTIONS ON THE SOVIET CONTRIBUTIONS PERMIT THE USSR TO MAKE 
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INPUTS INTO A PROGRAM WHICH IS GEARED TO THE CAPITALIST, 
MARKET-ORIENTED FINANCIAL SYSTEM. HE STRESSED THAT UNDP IS A 
VOLUNTARY PROGRAM AND THE USSR IS OPERATING ENTIRELY WITHIN 
CURRENT UNDP FINANCIAL REGULATIONS IN CONTRIBUTING RUBLES, 
SINCE THEY ARE 'READILY USABLE." DESPITE NEGATIVE REMARKS, 

LYSOV SAID THE LATEST US PROPOSAL WAS "NOT EXCLUDED " AND HE WAS 
READY TO GO TO HIGHER AUTHORITY FOR A RULING. HOWEVER, HE 
STRESSED THE OPINION THAT IT IS AGAINST THE PRINCIPLES OF A

AND ROSENZWEIG-DIAZ (MEXICO) AS VICE PRESIDENTS. CHAIRMEN 
OP THE THREE STANDING COMITES WILL BE: DJIGO (SENEGAL), 

STANDING COMITE I; ROBINSON (GUYANA), II, AND PAVICEVIC 
(YUGOSLAVIA), III. VLASCEANU (ROMANIA) WAS ELECTED

HE RECOMMENDED THE INITIATION OF A DIALOGUE LEADING TO 
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CLEAR DIRECTIVES FROM THE COUNCIL ON THE BASIS OF WHICH 
UNDP WOULD DRAFT AN IN-DEPTH DOCUMENT TO BE DISCUSSED AT 
THE NEXT SESSION OF THE COUNCIL. UK MINISTER FOR OVERSEAS 
DEVELOPMENT JUDD STRONGLY SUPPORTED A CENTRAL COORDINATIVE 
ROLE FOR UNDP AND URGED GREATER COOPERATION WITH SPECIALIZED 
AGENCIES IN THIS REGARD. NEW OFFICERS ARE: PRESIDENT, 

KAUFMANN (NETHERLANDS); VICE PRESIDENTS, MALIK (PAKISTAN),

ANALYSIS OF THE RAISON D'ETRE AND MODUS OPERANDI OF 
MULTILATERAL TECHNICAL COOPERATION DOMINATED DISCUSSIONS 
JAN. 20. DELEGATIONS FROM 23 NATIONS, INCLUDING THE US, 
ADDRESSED SUCH ISSUES AS: BREAKDOWN IN CENTRAL-FUNDING 
APPROACH TO THE UN DEVELOPMENT SYSTEM AND THE NEED FOR 
A MULTI-YEAR BASIS FOR FINANCIAL PLEDGES TO UNDP; LOWERING 
PREVIOUSLY ESTABLISHED FINANCING LEVELS AS A RESULT OF

BEEORE CONCLUDING ITS SESSION LATE JAN. 21, THE COMMISSION 
RECOMMENDED THAT AN AD HOC GROUP OP EXPERTS, CONSISTING 
OF NOT MORE THAN SIX PERSONS, BE CONVENED TO MAKE APPROPRIATE 
PROPOSALS IN CONNECTION WITH THE FIRST REVIEW AND APPRAISAL 
OF THE WORLD POPULATION PLAN OP ACTION, TO TAKE PLACE IN 
1979. THE COMMISSION ALSO APPROVED A DRAFT PROVISIONAL 
AGENDA FOR ITS NEXT SESSION SCHEDULED EOR EARLY 1979, AND 
ADOPTED ITS REPORT TO ECOSOC. WITHOUT OBJECTION, IT 
APPROVED A REVISED DRAFT RESOLUTION CALLING EOR A STRENGTHENING 
OF THE UN WORK PROGRAM IN THE PIELD OF POPULATION, IN 
PARTICULAR WORK RELATED TO IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 1974 
POPULATION PLAN OF ACTION. USDEL (GREEN) SAID THAT AS A 
COSPONSOR, THE US WANTED TO STRESS THE IMPORTANCE IT 
ATTACHED TO THE REVIEW AND APPRAISAL OF THE PLAN OP ACTION, 

WHICH WOULD BE THE "MOST SIGNIFICANT TASK" THE POPULATION 
DIVISION FACED IN THE NEXT TWO YEARS. HE ALSO SAID MORE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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EMPHASIS SHOULD BE LAID ON THE ROLE OF WOMEN, AND HE 
EMPHASIZED THE NECESSITY TO RESPOND TO THE NEEDS OE THE 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. IN CONCLUSION, HE CAUTIONED ABOUT 
EINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS OF THE RESOLUTION. 

JAN 20, THE COMMISSION ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS TWO DRAFT 
RESOLUTIONS: ONE ON THE NEED TO REELECT THE IMPORTANCE 
OE POPULATION POLICIES IN ANY NEW INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT 
STRATEGY, THE OTHER ASKING FOR THE CONTINUATION OE STUDIES 
ON THE POSSIBLE ESTABLISHMENT OE A WORLD-WIDE POPULATION 
INEORMATION SYSTEM, TO BE KNOWN AS POPINS. USDEL INTRODUCED, 
BUT LATER WITHDREW (AFTER EXPLANATORY STATEMENT BY UN 
POPULATION DIVISION DIRECTOR), A DRAFT RESOLUTION WHICH 
WOULD HAVE CALLED FOR INFORMATION ON PERSONNEL AND BUDGET 
REQUIREMENTS IN RELATION TO THE BIENNIAL WORK PROGRAM 
AND THE MEDIUM-TERM PLAN. 

12. CONSUMER PROTECTION- 

IN INFORMAL MEETINGS, INTERESTED DELEGATES COORDINATED AN 
INITIATIVE AT THE ORGANIZATIONAL SESSION OF ECOSOC WHICH 
RESULTED IN AGREEMENT TO INCLUDE IN ECOSOC'S PROGRAM OF 
WORK A REQUEST THAT THE SECRETARIAT PRESENT A BRIEF 
REPORT ON THE ACTIVITIES OF THE UN SYSTEM ON CONSUMER 
PROTECTION FOR CONSIDERATION AT ECOSOC'S SUMMER SESSION. 
PRINCIPAL PRESENTATIONS WERE MADE BY COLOMBIA AND THE US, 
WITH GOOD SUPPORT FROM MEXICO AND THE NETHERLANDS. (USUN 158)
